AVERAGE WHOLESALE PRICE 
INDEX SETS POSTWAR HIGH; 
21.4 PCT. ABOVE YEAR AGO 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP). 
VERAGE wholesale com- 
modity prices increased 0.2 
per cent.last week, mainly 

because of higher prices for 
bituminous coal, pig iron, and 
rubber, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported last night. 


The bureau's index of com- 
modity prices in primary mar- 
kets went up to 150.6 at the 
end of the week, a new post- 
war peak. 

This means prices were 150.6 
per cent of the 1926 average. 
The new index is 2 per cent 
above the last week in June, 
21.4 per cent above the cor- 
responding week of July a year 
ago, 72.1 per cent above the 
corresponding week of 1937, and 
56.1 per cent above July 1929. 

Agriculture prices declined 
slightly last week, but there 
was a substantial rise of 0.6 
per cent for all commodities 
other than farm products and 
foods. 

Among commodities whose 
wholesale prices increased dur- 
ing the week were petroleum 
products, anthracite, coke and 
scrap steels

JERUSALEM, Aug. 1 (AP) — 


The British Army and the police 


today began separate investiga- 
tions of Tel Aviv shootings last 


night in. which five Jews were 


killed and 20 others wounded in 


a. bloody sequel to the hanging 


of two kidnaped British soldiers 


by the Jewish underground. 


A reliable informant said the 
Jews were shot by ‘soldiers in 
armored cars in evident reprisal 
tor Irgun Zvai Leumi’s killing of 
20-year-old Sgts. Clifford Martin 
and Mervyn Paice. Both the 
Army and police at first denied 
that their men were implicated. 

Several more Jews were re- 
ported wounded this afternoon in 
Tel Aviv by gunfire from a Brit- 
ish armored car which created 
panic among a funeral procession 
of 5000 for the victims of last 
night’s shootings, Private sources 
said that as the procession, led by 
the chief rabbi and the city coun- 
cillors, approached a synagogue, 
the armored car manned by police 
moved toward it, its Bren guns 
manned and. swinging in arcs.

Both had declined invitations 
to the Taft “recognition” dinner 
in Columbus, O., last night be- 
cause of Dewey’s visit and for 
business reasons. 

Colleagues of Dewey indicated 
the Governor felt his trip had 
added measurable strength to his 
battle for delegate support at the 
1948 National Convention. 

Both Dewey and his advisers are 
reported to believe the New York- 
er holds a comfortable edge in the 
nomination fight over Taft, consid- 
ered the Governor's chief rival. 

On his trip the Governor re- 
ceived assurances from Repub- 
lican leaders of Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Texas, Utah, 
Nevada, Washington, Idaho, 
Wyoming, Montana and Nebraska 
that he was leading in their states, 
“which have an aggregate conven- 
tion delegate strength of 219 votes. 
Of these, Dewey’s associates are 
counting on at least 200. 

Advisers believe sentiment in 
Illinois, which has 56 votes, is not 
pro-Dewey, and Michigan's 41 votes 
appear likely to go to Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, the state’s 
favorite son. However, G.O.P. 
leaders in Michigan belieye Dewey 
ranks second in popularity there. 

Without giving a breakdown, the 
Dewey forces believe they now can 
count on first ballot strength of 
about 400 of the 547 votes needed 
to nominate. The 400 presumably 
includes New York's 97 and others 
from New England and the east- 
ern seaboard.

$25,000 SUIT AGAINST UNION 
UNDER TAFT-HARTLEY ACT 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1 (AP) — The 
Tincu Forging Die & Tool Co. 
sued a union local and its interna- 
tional conference yesterday for 
$25,000 under provisions of the 
Taft-Hartley law outlawing the 
secondary boycott. 

The suit, filed in United States 
District Court, named the Chi- 
cago Die Sinkers Lodge No. 100 
and the International Die Sink- 
ers Conference.

U.S., RUSSIA REJECT PLANS 
OF EACH OTHER ON KOREA 


SEOUL, Aug. 1 (AP)—The Unit- 
ed States and Russia have reject- 
ed each other's plans for consult- 
ing Korean political groups on a 
provisional government, Maj. Gen. 
Albert E. Brown said yesterday. 
The chief of the United States 
delegation on the joint commission 
for Korea said in a statement 
that efforts to reach a common 
ground were continuing. 

Brown said that although Rus- 
sia denied it, the Soviet plan would 
result in a “predominantly peo- 
pies’ front” government by elimi- 
mating some right-wing groups 
from consultation with the com- 
mission.

3 Following is the text of the foreigf policy portion of Senator 
Robert A. Taft's address at Columbus, O., last night: 

N the field of foreign policy, this Congress has done its best to 
co-operate with the policies of the President. We realize that 
the Constitution and existing law confer upon the President 
almost complete power over the foreign policy of the United States.

TREY MUST CUT 
WORLD OUTLAYS 


Americans Advised In- 
formally of Inability to 
Share Equally Reich 


Occupation Costs.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP)— 
Britain, because of its belt-tight- 
ening economic plight, has told 
the United States informally it 
must make sharp new cuts in its 
world stability commitments. 

The reason: to stretch for use 
at home a fast-dwindling supply 
of American dollars. 

Diplomatic authorities said to- 
day the informal talks have been 
going on for several days, center- 
ing primarily on revising the Brit- 
ish-American agreement for Ger- 
Many’s occupation, 

Under terms of that agreement 
signed last. December, the two 
countries merged their occupation 
zones for economic purposes with 
costs split on a 50-50 basis. But, 
because many of the basic needs 
for German occupation fall in a 
category of supplies in which 
Britain itself is deficient, the 
British have been forced to turn 
to the United States for the pur- 
chases, paying for their part of 
the load in dollars. 

British officials here insist that 
there has been no formal request 
as yet for a change in the 50-50 
formula. Rather, they have put 
it to their American colleagues in 
this way: 

It has become apparent that 
Britain will run out of dollar 
credits, perhaps within the next 
six to eight months, and must re- 
duce imports for which dollar pay- 
ments are required. If it reduces 


such imports at home, it is obvi-. 


ous it cannot pay for similar im- 
ports to be sent to Germany. 

Under the 50-50 plan, Congress 
appropriated $600,000,000 to pay 
occupation costs in Germany, 
Japan and Korea. Of that amount 
$207,000,000 was earmarked for 
Germany and—barring the plan’s 
revision — would have to be 
matched by Britain. 


The first indirect move to dis- 
cuss such a revision formally 
came in Britain’s unsuccessful at- 
tempt to widen the scope of com- 
ing British-American talks on in- 
creasing coal production in Ger- 
many’s Ruhr.

Cut in Plans, Eliminating Non - Essential 
Space, Necessary as Runaway Costs’ Out- 
distance Available Funds, He Says.

gram, saying “runaway construc- 
tion costs” have  outdistanced 
available funds. 

The Veterans’ Administrator 
said recent contractors’ bids have 
run 15 to 35 per cent above the 
most generous Government esti- 
mates.

Unless plans are modified, he 
said, as much as $100,000,000 addi-

Accordingly, Bradley said in a 
letter to assistant and deputy VA 
administrators, he has inatructed 
Army engineers to reduce “as far 
as possible” non-essential hospital 
space in structures under design. 
These include a proposed hospital 
at St. Louis. 

Bradley's letter continued: 

“This may mean elimination 


from some hospitals of such desir- 


able but non-essential features as 
adequate staff and office space, 
doctors’ quarters, theaters and 
other facilities ordinarily associ- 
ated with veterans’ hospitals. 

“As desirous as Congress is of 
providing maximum entertainment 
and recreational facilities in vet- 
erans’ hospitals, some members of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee indicated to me that they 
could not justify—at this time— 
theaters in general medical hos- 
pitals. 

“Prohibitive construction costs 
require that tax monies be tun- 
neled primarily into those facil- 
ities that are of direct aid in the 
medical treatment of patients.” 

Bradley said the modifications 
will be concentrated in 37 hos- 
pitals — providing 20,495 beds — 
where preliminary plans suggest 
a need for space reductions, Be- 
cause few of the 37 have reached 
the working-drawing stage, in 
many cases there will be no delay.

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GRAND JURY LOOKS

It was understood that Stum- 
berg presented evidence of per- 
jury to the jurors, who then de- 
termined what witnesses were to 
be called. In St. Charles county, 
grand jurors call the witnesses. 
This differs from the practice in 
St. Louis, where the Circuit At- 
torneys office summons those the 
jury wishes to hear. 

There was no official word 
about who would be subpenaed, 
but it was understood that Police 
Maj. Curtis Brostron, St. Louis 
police inspector, and former Maj. 
Maurice Mulcahy would be called. 

In his charge to the jury of 
seven men and five women, Cir- 
cult Judge Theodore Bruere said 
the law “offers no immunity to 
those who. would deliberately lie 
and by so doing would falsely de- 
feat the ends of justice.”

MAN IS KLLED 
FRIEND WOUNDED 
RESISTINGARREST 


Pacific (Mo.) Marshal 
Says Pair Beat Him 
After He Seized Them 
for Fighting. 


James Thomas McKinnon, silica 
plant worker, was shot to death 
and Fred J, Rinehart was wound-, 
ed early today by Night Marshal 
Alpha Johnson of Pacific after 
they resisted arrest for fighting in 
the street. 

They beat him over the head 
with his night stick, cutting his 
scalp and fracturing his left wrigt. 
He was under a physician’s care 
today at his home, 

McKinnon, his common-law wiée, 
Margaret, and Rinéhart and his 
wife had been drinking in a tav- 
ern on St. Louis street, about 
three blocks from Highway 66. 
Mrs. Rinehart said she was hold- 
ing her 8-month-old child. As 
they left the tavern, a witness re- 
ported, the two men got in a fight 
over which one would drive their 
truck to their home. All live to- 
gether in a residence on Melrose 


road, St. Louis county. 

Marshal Johnson tried to stop 
the fight and then sought to take 
the men to jail. One hit him in 
the jaw with his fist and then both 
jumped on him, he related. One 
twisted his arm, forcing him to 
drop his night stick, and then beat 
him with it. 

J came up shooting,” Johnson 
said. 

McKinnon was shot in the chest. 
Rinehart, who is also a silica plant 
worker, tried to run away but 
was shot in the left arm and 
back, suffering flesh wounds. He 
was arrested a short time later, 
by state highway troopers. 
Coroner Fred Oltman of Frank- 
lin county summoned a jury and 
held an tnquest at 4:30 o’clock this 
morning, less than four hours 
after the shooting, at the Thiebes 
undertaking establishment in Pa- 
cific. The jury’s verdict was that 
McKinnon, 28 years old, “came to 
his death ag a result of a gunshot 
wound while resisting arrest.” 
Charles Beatty of Pacific testi- 
fied he was seated in his automo- 
bile on St. Louis avenue when he 
saw the two men and two women 
milling about in the street. He 
saw Marshal Johnson talk to them 
and then watched as Johnson be- 
gan marching them toward the 
city jail, the women in front and 
the men behind him. 


As they walked, Beatty said, the 
women cursed Johnson and pulled 
at his arms. Beatty followed in 
his automobile, he said, and saw 
the group begin wrestling in the 
street. Then he heard a shot, saw 
Rinchart, wearing a white shirt, 
run down the street. Johnson fired 
twice at the fleeing man, Beatty 
related. : 

As the marshal started to take 
the wounded McKinnon to jail, his 
prisoner collapsed and died in the 
street. Rinehart, 29, is under arrest 
at Union, seat of Franklin county. 
Pacific is partly in St. Louis and 
partly in Franklin counties but 
the shooting took place in the 
latter county. The women were 
released. 

At her home, Mrs. Rinehart told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter the mar- 
shal struck her on the head with 
his club when she objected to her 
husband’s arrest. That started 
the fight, she said.

Under the 
1937 Housing Act, the necessary 
federal aid could not be given, in 
cities of 500,000 or more, where 
the cost exceeded $5000 per unit. 
The new law makes possible fed- 
eral aid up to that limit; provided 
the St. Louis Housing Authority, 
or similar agencies in other cities, 
raise the difference between this 
level and actual cost. 


Officials of the St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority understand this to 
mean that they would have to 
raise gifts or subsidies — which 
might come from the city, the 
state or private sources—to cover 
the difference between the $5000 
limit and actual cost. They have 
no hope of getting public funds for 
this, however, in view of the 
city’s financial situation and the 
State Legislature’s opposition to 
public housing. It might be pos- 
sible to propose a city bond issue 
for the purpose. 

There is the further fact that 
construction of mass housing can- 
not proceed here for lack of a 
state law to continue the tax 
exemption of public housing proj- 
ects. A bill for this was defeated 
in the Legislature last March 


under pressure from a powerful 
real estate lobby. While public 
housing projects make payments 
to the city in lieu of taxes, in the 
nature of service charges, their 
financing; under the requirements 
for low rents, cannot carry full 
taxes. : 

The existing projects here, Clin- 
ton-Peabody Terrace and Carr 
Square Village, have tax exemp- 
tion, which was eliminated for any 
subsequent projects under a quirk 
in the 1945 Missouri Constitution. 


The Housing Authority owns a 
site north of the downtown dis- 
trict for a third project and has 
made surveys for a fourth one, 
for Negroes, southwest of the 
downtown area, Its records show 
that Carr Square Village cost 
$5194 per family unit and Clinton- 
Peabody Terrace $5064, in 1941-42. 
No estimate has been made of 
what costs would be now, but a 
qualified source, acquainted with 
the Authority, estimated today 
they might be at least 30 to 40 per 
cent higher than when the two 
establishments were erected, 


Paul J. Kaveney, attorney for 
the Housing Authority, expressed 
the opinion today that the new 
federal law was enacted primarily 
to help solve a specific New York 
City problem. The limitation for 


federal aid in cities of less than 


500,000 is $4000 per unit. A Wash- 
ington dispatch said the Govern- 
ment had contracted to aid in 
construction of 16,500 family 
dwelling units in 27 states.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 1-— 
Suit to oust the Salary Purchas- 
ing Co., Inc., of Jefferson City 
from doing business in Missouri, 
alleging the firm charged interest 
in excess of 256 per cent a year on 
small loans made under the sub- 
terfuge” of wage assignments, was 
filed in the Supreme Court yester- 
day by Attorney General J. E. 
Taylor. 

The suit asked that a fine of not 
less than $50,000 be assessed 
against the company, and that it 
re- 


“usurious sums éxacted as a 


sult of the illegal loans.” 


The firm was charged with 
making loans up to $300 requiring 
borrowers to assign their wages 
for repayment of the loan. The 
wage assignments, it was alleged, 
were made in an attempt by the 
company to evade criminal laws 
and the 8 per cent a year legal 
maximum interest rate on con- 
tract loans. 

It was charged.the salary as- 
signments were not presented to 
the borrowers’ employers for col- 
lection, but were returned to the 
customers when they paid off the 
loans and interest. 

Taylor said the firm, which has 
been operating about a year, has 
pending in Cole County Circuit 
Court here a suit for declaratory 
judgment, asking that the State 
Small Loan Act, which under a 
1939 amendment put salary buy- 
ing under state regulation, be held 
invalid. 

The company's suit also asked 
the Attorney General, the State 
Commissioner of Finance and the 
Cole County progecutor and sher- 
iff be enjoined from interfering 
with the firm’s operations. 

Taylor said he would bring sim- 
lar suits against any firms or 
individuals who attempt to col- 
lect illegal interest rates under 
the guise of salary buying or any 
other illegal small loan scheme. 
‘He asserted the recent Supreme 
Court decision in another case in- 
validating the Small Loan Act 
might possibly encourage the es- 
tablishment of similar Tirms, and 
that he haped his suit would de- 
ter anyone from attempting to 
charge the public excessive in- 
terest on loans.

Meanwhile in the UN. Eco- 
nomic and Social council, India 
made a successful fight to have 
the Indonesian government in- 
vited to attend the international 
trade conference at Havana Nov. 
21: The Indian proposal, support- 
ed by Latin American and Arab 
delegates, was approved 6 to 4, 
reversing an earlier vote in the 
Councils economic committee. 
The United States, Britain, 
France and The Netherlands vot- 
ed against the proposal and eight 
Inembers abstained. 

Yesterday’s Proceedings. 

At yesterday's Security Council 
session, Australia's demand for 
urgent steps to stop hostilities in 
Indonesia brought a quick retort 
from The Netherlands that the 
U.N. has no jurisdiction to inter- 
vene in the Indonesian fighting. 

Before a vote could be taken on 
the Australian demand, Johnson 
announced that the United States 
Was prepared to lend its help in 
Settling their differences, 


It was understood that the 
United States was worried: over 
the wording of the Australian pro- 
posal, which in effect recognizes 
the Indonesian Republic as a sov- 
ereign state. American sources said 
if the Australian proposal is 
adopted as written, then the U.N. 
could intervene if there were an 
uprising, say in some state in the 
United States, and American 
troops were called to put it down. 

Col. W. R. Hodgson of Australia 
told the Council “the hostilities 
proceeding are not merely police 
action but are in fact warfare.” 


The Dutch have termed their cam- 


paign against the Indonesiang “po- 
lice action.” Hodgson said any de- 
lay was “not, justified because of 
the loss of life being sustained.” 
He spoke to gravejy listening dele- 
gates and a packed Council 
chamber. 

Russia joined Australia in the 
call for immediste discussion and 
action, Gromyko declaring: “We 
must take into consideration that 
there is a war going on in Indo- 
nesia.” 

The Netherlands opposed an in- 
vitation to the Indonesian repub- 
lic to sit at the Council table, 
Van Kleffens told the delegates 
that “the republic of Indonesia is 
not a sovereign state and never hag 
been.” He added that the “repub- 
lic was founded as a political 
weapon of the Fapanese.” 

Australia and India contended 
that the republic was a de facto 
government and thus should be 


called to participate in discussions 
affecting it. 
Complaint by Greece. 

The Indonesian and Greek cases 
were the first two direct com- 
plaints of aggression in U. N. his- 
tory. Both were submitted under 
Chapter VII of the U.N. Charter, 
a section providing for possible use 
of international force. 

American sources said that the 
United States would back the new 
Greek complaint. They asserted 
that the United States intends to 
exhaust every resource of the U.N, 
charter to find a solution to the 
eight-month-old Balkans problem. 
They said if they find that the 
Security Council 15 unable through 
“misuse of the veto“ to act they 
are confident that the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly will take appropri- 
ate action.

The order for 100 planes was 
later reduced to three experi- 
mental ones. 

A $22,000,000 contract for photo- 
reconnaissance planes is one of 
two Hughes's contracts the com- 
mittee is investigating. The other 
is an $18,000,000 flying boat con-

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before the war's end. 

While the general was testifying, 
committee aids told reporters that 
young Roosevelt was ‘scheduled to 
testify before the committee on 
Monday.

Ferguson asked if any of the 
usual specifications and military 
characteristics that usually pre- 
cede any such order had been 
written in advance of the 
Hughes’ contract. 
“T don’t know.” Echols replied.

Although Hughes had been 
asked to appear today with his 
publicity man, Meyer, the plane 
builder and movie producer said 
he would wait until Wednesday 
to take the stand. 


Ferguson said today the United 
States marshal at Los Angeles re- 
ported to him: by telephone that 
he had failed in a first attempt 
to serve Hughes with a committee 
subpena. 

Ferguson issued the subpena 
last night after saying he could 
get no definite reply to a request 
for’ Hughes’s voluntary appear- 
ance, 

Hughes’s version, outlined in a 
statement issued in Los Angeles, 
was that he had told Ferguson 
by telephone that: 

J refused to jump through a 
hoop like a trained seal and fly 
all night and appear the next 
morning without any sleep to testi- 
fy all day on a most important 
matter. 

J made a firm agreement with 
Ferguson’s committee that I would 
appear Wednesday, Aug. 6. 
have made my plans to go across 
the country to Washington at that 
time.” 

When Hughes appears before 
the Senators, one committee mem- 
ber told a reporter, he will be 
confronted with information tak- 
en from his income tax returns. 

The publicity man, who flew 
back from Paris to appear, but 
was excused from testifying this 
morning because of fatigue, told 
the committee earlier he assumed, 
but did not know positively, that 
his entertainment expenses were 
charged off by the Hughes com- 
panies on their income tax re- 
turns. 7 

He said he reported as taxable 
income $500 monthly he received 
from Trans World Airlines, large- 
ly owned by Hughes, although he 


contended it was for expenses in 


connection with his publicity work 
for that enterprise. 

Meyer said this was in addition 
to $200 weekly, plus an unlimited 
and unchallenged expense ac- 
count, which he received from the 
Hughes Tool Co.

As for the airlines merger con- 
tention, Brewster declared that he 
has no ‘connection with Pan Amer- 
ican and referred reporters to a 
biblical quotation to the effect 
that these charges were aimed at 
hindering his work and that they 
were “feigned.” 

In Los Angeles yesterday 
Hughes produced a statement 
signed by Harriet Applewick, who 
he said was the hostess in ques- 
tion, terming the Brewster report 
“most ridiculous.”

Embassy Says Force From Cuba 
Is on Way for Dominican Invasion 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP)— 
The Dominican embassy said last 
night a three-ship expedition left 
from Cuba either yesterday morn- 
ing or Wednesday night to invade 
the’ Dominican Republic. 

Jose Vega, secretary to the am- 
bassador, told reporters the “ex- 
pedition” was composed of two 
landing bafges and one corvette 
equipped with cannon and ma- 
chine guns. 

He placed the point of depar- 
ture between Antilla and Barracoa 
on the eastern tip of Cuba. 

‘Vega had no estimate of the 
number of men aboard the vessels. 

Dominican Ambassador Julio 
Ortega Frier told reporters Sat- 
urday that 3000 men recruited 
from Cuba, Guatemala, Venezuela 


and Puerto Rico were poised in 
Cuba to attack his country, 


This was denied by officials of 
Guatemald, Venezuela and Cuba. 


A State Department spokesman 
said the department had heard 
about “rumors” that an army of 
Communists was preparing to sail 
from Cuba to invade the Domini- 
can Republic but that its informa- 
tion from ita own representatives 
was insufficient to make any com- 
ment.

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MANY WASTELANDS AREAS 
BEING NURSED BACK TO LIFE 


Local, State, Federal Agencies Work on Cut- 
over, Overgrazed and Strip-Mine Acreage. 
to Ease Paper, Other Needs.

CHICAGO, Aug. 1 (AP)—Mil- 
lions of once productive acres, 
long left for dead or dying, now 
are being nursed back to health, 
an Aszociated Press survey shows, 


The comeback of the wastelands 
is valued at millfons of dollars a 
year and is taking place in cut- 
over timberlands, strip mined coal 
producing areas, overgrazed grass- 
lands and pastures, sand dune 


$300,000,000 annual sales are in 
jeopardy because of the dwindling 
source of supply. 

Typical of the new “plant to 
prosper” campaign taking place on 
the cutover timber areas of the 
three states is what is being done 
around Spooner, Wis. There crawl- 
er-type tractors draw tree-planting 
machines which can prepare the 
earth and plant 15,000 trees a day. 


, County governments are looking 
to reforestation as a means of 


Producers 


More than 150,000 acres in Wash- 
burn county, Wis., have been aban- 
doned by former owners, but still 
are a tax roll expense, Enough 
isolated settlers remain here and 
there to require road and school 
upkeep. By relocating these fam- 
ilies on better land, roads and 
schools both could be closed, By 
cleaning up the acreage, its weath- 
ered wood and stumpage can be 
sold and work given to county 
residents, 

In Indiana some 45,000 acres of 
strip-mined land are being con- 
verted from waste to worth. 

L. E. Sawyer of the Indiana Coal 
Association, Terre 
Haute, with a membership of 20 
companies, said the land is being 
given over to wildlife and recrea- 
tional sanctuaries, timber, and 
grazing. : 

Indiana's coal production ranks 
sixth in the nation, and 55 per 
cent of it is done by the open cut 
method, Sawyer said. He esti- 
mated about 35,000 acres remain 
to be stripped. 


The cost of revegetation of the 


greater revenue and less expense. 


[stripped land and spoil banks left 


from the mining process runs from 
$18 to $35 an acre, Sawyer said. 

“There is not yet sufficient an- 
nual income to provide a basis for 
an accurate profit study, although 
there is a high potentional income 
from early forest plantings,” he 
said, 

Sawyer estimated well over 20,- 
000,000 trees have been planted in 
the reforestation by the mine 
companies. Under @ law passed 
by the Indiana legislature, com- 
‘panies are required to use uniform 
planting procedures to replant 
each year areas equal to that 
mined over in the previous year, 
Sawyer noted. In this way all 
mined-over land eventually will be 
revegetated. 

Strip mine land at Du Quoin, 
III., is being turned into pasture- 
land for beef cattle. Flying over 
the rugged terrain one plane seed - 
ed 600 acres in eight hours by 
sowing 50-foot swaths from the

From New England, the Middle 
West, and the Far West come 
examples of how local residents 
and various local, state and Fed- 
eral Governmental agencies have 
combined forces to recapture lost 
lands. Some of the land is going 
into forests for lumber and paper, 
some into grass for cattle, 

F. A. Fisher, Milwaukee, Wis., 
directing land utilization projects 
for the United States Soil Con- 
servation Service in eight North 
Central States, says 46,000,000 
acres of submarginal land now 
in cultivation throvghout the na- 
tion should be retired to other 
uses, stich as range. timber, wild- 
life sunctuaries, and recreational 
facilies.

ings of sweet clover. He found 
that cattle grazed on this land 
showed a 25 per cent higher gain 
at the end of the year than those 
grazed on bluegrass’ pasture 
nearby which had not been 
touched by strip mining. 

In New Hampshire another 
farmer, Henri Anger, bought five 
rundown .and abandoned hill 
farms totaling 295. acres at an 
average $60 an acre. Now he 
has a profit of $5000 a year where 
little or none appeared before, 
and he has added $10,000 worth 
of buildings. He cleared out 
weeds and stumpage, and planted 
legumes and grasses yielding good 
pasturage for his dairy herds. 

In the Michigan sand dunes 
country, measures are being taken 
to stop further encroachment of 
the dunes on good land and the 
dunes themselves are being re- 
forested and restored to value 
producing properties. 

Eventually, it is expected pine 
forests will grow on the dune 
acres to produce pulpwood and 
lumber, as well as Christmas 
trees.

Dove Season Opens Sept. 1. 

For mourning or turtle doves, 
the open season will be Sept. 1 
to Oct. 30 in Missouri; Sept. 1 to 
Sept. 30 in Illinois, and Sept. 16 to 
Nov. 14 in Arkansas. 

The bag limit provision for 
ducks stipulates that not more 
than one of the four permitted 
each day shall be a wood duck. 
The possession limit is eight 
ducks, of which not more than 
one may be a wood duck. 

Possession and bag limits for 
geese and brant vary in different 
parts of the country. In most 
states, including the midwestern 
states, the daily bag limit is four, 
of which only one may be a Can- 
ada goose or white-fronted goose. 
The possession limit is the same 
as the daily bag limit.

Last ear the season in most 
states was 45 days, and in 1945, 80 
days. 
The 1947 rules also limit daily 
shooting hours from sunrise to an 
hour before sunset, half an' hour 
less in the morning and half an 
hour less at night than last year. 
In addition, hunting is prohibited 
before noon on the. first day of 
each waterfowl and coot season, 
including the first day of each 
split season. Split seasons are 
shorter than regular seasons be- 
cause they provide two opening 
dates—and kills always are heavi- 
est on opening dates. 

The duck bag limit was reduced 
to four a day, compared with seven 
last year and 10 in 10945. The pos- 
sessiOn limit, elght, compared with 
14 last year and 20 year — 

Features of the 1947 regulations: 

The daily bag limit for geese 
has been increased to five in Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington 
primarily for snow geese which 
are abundant, but this limit may 
including no more than two Cana- 
dian geese, white-fronted geese or 
brant. In all other states, the daily 
bag limit of four was retained, 
but in Alaska, Puerto Rico, Idaho, 
Utah, Arizona and Nevada, this 
limit may ‘include only two Cana- 
dian or white-fronted geese or one 
of each., In the other states, it 
may include only one Canadian or 
one white-fronted goose. 

For scoters (sea coots), chiefly 
hunted in waters off New Eng- 
land and New Tork, a daily bag 
limit of seven and & possession 
limit of 14 was set. 

Open Season on Geese, 

The Mississippi flyway states, 
closed to Canadian goose hunting 
last year, have an open season 
this year because of a marked im- 
provement in the flight of the 
birds. However, each hunter may 
shoot only one a day. 

On the Atlantic coast, the sea- 
son for brant was closed this year 
because of a decline in this spe- 
cies. 

At the suggestion of the state 
game departments, a closed sea- 
son was ordered for snow geese in 
Colorado, wood ducks in New Jer- 
sey and West Virginia, and mourn- 
ing doves in Minnesota. The Col- 
orado closing was ordered to pro- 
tect the rare trumpeter swan, 
which closely resembles the more 
common snow goose. 

A short open season for doves 
was provided in Nebraska. Seasons 
for scoters, doves, rails and gal- 
Unules, woodcock and band-tailed 
pigeons also were changed in a 
number of states. 

The regulations prohibit the tak- 
ing of waterfowl by means of bait 
or with the aid of live duck or 
goose decoys.

Sol Strauss, acting director of 
the Twentieth Century Sporting 
Club, ethphasized the “non-title” 
aspect of the contest, But this 
emphasis only served to stir up 
controversy among the perspiring 
pugilistic panjandrums who were 
present for the Strauss announce- 
ment. 

Here are some of the various 
wrinkles served up, all pre-suppos- 
ing Walcott should become sud- 
denly imbued instead of em- 
balmed, and either knocks out or 
wins a Clear-cut decision over the 
Brown Bomber: 

Eddie Eagan, chairman of the 

New York Athletic Commission, 
Said he believed the “ancient law 
of custom” would prevail and that 
Walcott would be regarded as 
¢hampion if he should hang a 
kayo on Joe. 

Abe Greene, president of the Na- 
tional Boxing Association, said 
that if Walcott won by a knock-

CHICAGO, Aug. 1 


(UP)—Both patronage and the volume of 
| betting slumped at Chicago horse racing tracks this year, but income 


to the state of Illinois was more than twice the amount received 


last year. 


A survey of the mutuels at 
Sportsman’s Park, Lincoln Fields, 
and Arlington race tracks dis- 
closed that 1947’s total bets were 
only $75,268,939 compared to $87,- 
852,693 last year. 

However, due to a change in the 
state racing law, Illinois received 
payments of $5,019,194 this year, 
while in 1946 the state’s cut was 
$1,575,053. 

Most of the state’s take was 
earmarked to pay off bonds issued 
for the veterans’ bonus. he total 
assigned to this fund was $3,010,- 
757, 4 per cent of the total amount 
bet at the three tracks. 

Until this year the state’s gen- 
eral fund received only 2 per cent 
of the mutuel intake, but a new 
law provided that 4 per cent would 
be paid to the bonus fund, 1 per 
cent to the state general revenue 
fund, and one per cent to the 
agricultural premium fund, In ad- 
dition, the state this year receives 
one-half of the breakage. In pre- 
vious years the entire breakage 
sum fell to the tracks. 8 

Breakage alone furnished Ini 
nois with $503,057 for the 79 days 
on which the tracks have operated. 

Arlington was by far the most 
profitable track of the three which 
have completed their seasons. 
Total betting was $40,064,428 com- 
pared to. $46,978,354 last year, while 


the state’s cut on the various items 
was $2,383,992, $275,857.66 on break- 
age. 

At the Lincoln Fields meet, 30 
days’ run at Hawthorne track, 
total amount bet was $25,173,647 
compared to $30,432,067 in 1946. 
The state’s share was $1,673,692, 
$163,273.40 on breakage. 


Sportsman’s furnished $63,926.92 
on breakage, and a total of 3665, 
778. The total bets were $10,030,864 
compared to $10,442,272 last year. 

Total income to the state does 
not include the $2500 a day license 
fee, nor the income from licenses 
for grooms, jockeys, and others 
connected with the sport. 


Further, two more tracks will 
run before racing in the Chicago 
area closes. Washington Park will 
complete a 36-day season while 
Hawthorne will run for 30 days. 
Fairmount Park, in Illinois, near 
St. Louls, also will contribute to 
the total state income.

James Stufflebean, 82, Says 
He Thought He Was Shoot- 
ing at Robber. 


AUGUSTA, III., Aug. 1 (AP)— 
An 82-year-old man last night tes- 
tified at a coroner’s inquest that 


he fatally shot his daughter on a 
Burlington railroad passenger 
train because “I thought robbers 
had turned off the lights and I 
saw a form 10 feet from me and 
pulled the trigger.” 

Mrs. Elizabeth Grady, 46, of 
Harvey, III., was shot fatally 
through the chest. She had been 
seated behind her father, James 
Stufflebean, 82, and his wife, 
Kathryn, 72. The daughter was 
taking her aged parents to their 
home in Brookfield Mo., after they 
had visited her and her husband. 

The old man, visibly remorseful, 
told the coroner’s jury: 

“They first dimmed the lights 
of the car and then they turned 
them out. I was scared of robbers 
and slipped my gun out of my left 
coat pocket. | 

“T heard a noise like footsteps 
and thought robbers had turned 
out the lights. I saw a form about 
10 feet from me and I pulled the 
trigger. I thought it was robbers. 
I wouldn’t have fired at my daugh- 
ter for anything.” 

eriff Willard Steinbarger said 
that Stufflebean had $500 on his 
person contained in five purses 
and one of his socks. 

Mrs, Stufflebean fainted on the 
stand and did not testify. 

The jury found that the daugh- 
ter died from a gunshot wound 
from a .32 caliber gun “owned 
and fired by James J. Stuffle- 
bean.” 

Samuel J. Naylor, state’s attor- 
ney of Hancock county, said a 
formal charge, as yet undeter- 
mined, would be filed today 
against Stufflebean. He is being 
held at the county jail in Car- 
thage.

Imperialism: Writings Available 


At the St. Louis Public Library 


They Have Not Been Suppressed as Soviet 
Critic Charged—Article on Gen. Funston 
Not With Books Under Author’s Name, 
but in Magazine Files in Reference Room.

anti-imperialistic 


writings, which a Soviet 


critic, M. Mendelson, declares to have been “suppressed,” are 
accessible in the St. Louis Public Library—as much so as “Tom 


Sawyer” or “Huckleberry Finn.” 


That does not mean that they 
are currently read by any large 
, number of persons. Fewer than 
half a dozen in the last 10 years 
have taken out the book, “King 
Leopold’s Soliloquy,” which is 
Mark Twain's defense“ of the 
Belgian monarch’s exploitation of 
the rubber region, pub- 
lished 42 years ago. 

There is more evidence of reader 
use of the book, “Europe and 
Elsewhere,” (Harper & Bros., New 
York; copyright, 1923, by the Mark 
Twain Co.) which contains the 
article, “United States of Lyncher- 
dom,” based on the lynching of 
three Negroes at Pierce City, Mo., 
in 1901. “To the Person Sitting 
in Darkriess” is another chapter 
of the same book, dealing with 
imperialism as practiced by Great 
Britain, Germany, Russia and the 
United States. 

“A Defence of Gen. Funston,” 
written early in 1902, and bitterly 
satirizing the methods used by 
Gen. Fred Funston in the capture 
of the Philippine rebel chieftain, 
Aguinaldo, is not included in the 
library's large collection of bound 
books under the humorist’s name. 
It appeared in The North Amer- 
ican Review, cultural monthly now 
defunct, in May 1902, and can be 
head in the Library's reference 
room, though not many persons 
have sought it out of late. 

in Taking Aguinaldo. 

The magazine article compares 
the trickery used in the capture 
of Aguinaldo with the device used 
by the assassin who, a few months 
before the date of the article, had 
shot President McKinley while the 
President was extending his hand 
to be shaken. 


“Our unsuspecting President 
was in the act of taking his mur- 
derer by the hand when the man 
shot him down,” Mark Twain 
wrote. “Yet, bad as he (the assas- 
sin) was, he had not, dying of 
starvation, begged “food of the 
President; he did not proceed 
against the life of a benefactor 
who had just saved his own, 
“Gen. Funston is a brave man; 
it is a pity that some of that 
quality was not needed in this 
episode. But by his own showing, 
he ran but one danger—that of 
starving. He and his party were 
well disguised in dishonored uni- 
forms, American and insurgent; 
they greatly outnumbered Aguin- 
aldo’s guard; by his forgeries and 
falsehoods he had lulled suspicion 
to sleep; his coming was expected, 
his way was prepared. His party 
was well armed. They would catch 
their prey with welcoming smiles 
in their faces, and with hospitable 
hands extended—nothing would be 
necessary but to shoot these people 
down. That is what they did. It 
was hospitality repaid in a brand 
new, up to date, modern civilized 
fashion, and would be admired by 
many.” ; 

After further recital of the cir- 
cumstances, the humorist said: 

“Now, then, we have Funston: 
he has happened, and is on our 
hands. The question is, what are 
we going to do about it, how are 
we going to meet the emergency? 

“We have seen what happened 
in Washington's case; he became 
a colossal example, an example 
to the whole world, and for all 
time—because his name and deeds 
went everywhere, and inspired, as 
they will always inspire, admira- 
tion, and compel] emulation. 

Danger in Admiration. 

“Then the thing to do in the 
present case ts to turn the gilt 
front of Funston's evil notoriety 
to the rear, and expose the back 
aspect of it, the right and black 
aspect of it, to the youth of the 
land: otherwise he will become en 
example and a boy-admiration, 
and will most sorrowfully and gro- 
tesquely bring his breed of patri- 
otism into competition with Wash- 
ington's. This competition has al- 
ready begun, in fact. Some may 
not 4 — it, but it is neverthe- 
less true, that there are now 
public school teachers and super- 
intendents who are holding up 
Funston as a model hero and pa- 
triot in the schools.” 

“As I have shown,” the author 
wrote after a further discussion 
of the incident, “Funston is not to 
blame for his fearful deed; and if 
I tried, I might also show that he 
is not to blame for our still hold- 
ing in bondage the man he cap- 
tured by unlawful means, who is 
not any more rightfully our pris- 
oner and spoil than he would be 
if he were stolen money, He is 
entitled to his freedom, If he 
were a king of a great power, or 
an ex-president of our republic, 
instead of a destroyed and abol- 
ished little republic, Civilization, 
with a large C, would criticise 
and complain until he got it. 

“Doubt—doubt that we did right 
by the Filipinos—is rising stead- 
ily higher and higher in the na- 
tion's breast; conviction will fol- 
low doubt. The nation will speak; 
its will is law; there is no other 
sovereign on this soil; and in 
that day we shall right such un- 
fairness as we have done. 

“We shall let go our obsequi- 
ous hold on the rear skirts of the 
sceptred land-thieves of Europe, 
and be what we were before, a 
real world power, and the chiefest 
of them all, by right of the only 
clean hands in Christendom, the 
only hands guiltless of the sordid 
plunder of any helpless people’s 
stolen liberties, hands recleansed 


in the patriotism of Washington, 
and once more fit to touch the 
hem of the revered Shade's gar- 
ment and stand in its presence 
unashamed, It was Washington's 
influenceythat made Lincoln and 
all the other real patriots the re- 
public has known; it was Wash- 
ington’s influence that made the 
soldiers who saved the Union; 
and that influence will save us al- 
ways, and bring us back to the 
fold when we stray.” 

(On July 4, 1946, the Philippine 
Republic came into being, by act 
of its people and of the Presi- 
dent and Congress of the United 
States.) 

Criticism of Missionaries. 

The essay, “To the Person Sit- 
ting in Darkness,” written in 1901, 
is in part a severe criticism of 
certain American missionaries in 
China, for their methods of col- 
lecting indemnity for damage done 
to mission property and for the 
killing of native Christians in the 
Boxer rebellion. 4 

In a satiric mood, the writer 
Usts the Blessings of Civilization, 
as they are proclaimed by col- 
onizers and imperialists. These in- 
clude: 

“Love, Justice, Gentleness, Chris- 
tianity, Protection to the Weak, 
Temperance, Law and Order, Lib- 
erty, Equality, Honorable Deal- 
ing, Mercy, Education, and so on.” 

“This brand,” he continues, is 
strictly for export. “Privately and 
confidentially, it ts merely an out- 
side cover, gay and pretty and at- 
tractive, displaying the special 
patterns of our Civilization which 
we reserve for home consumption, 
while inside the bale is the usual 
thing that the customer sitting in 
darkness buys with his blood and 
tears and land and liberty. 

“We all know that the business 
is being ruined. The reason is not 
far to seek. It is because our Mr. 
McKinley, and Mr. (Joseph) 
Chamberlain, and the Kaiser, and 
the Tsar, and the French, have- 
been exporting the Actual Thing 
with the outside cover left off. 
This is bad for the game. It shows 
that these new players are not 
sufficiently acquainted with it. 

“It is a distress to look on and 
note the mismoves, they are 80 
strange and so awkward. Mr. 
Chamberlain manufactures a war 
out of materials so inadequate and 
so fanciful that they make the 
boxes grieve and the gallery laugh, 
and he tries hard to persuade 
himself that it isn’t purely a pri- 
vate raid for cash, but has a sort 
of dim, vague respectability about 
it somewhere, if he could only find 
the spot; and that, by and by, he 
can scour the flag clean again 
after he has finished dragging it 
through the mud. These harryings 
and burnings and desert-makings 
in the Transvaal—is this an im- 
provement on our darkness?” 


Germany’s High Price. 

Mark Twain continued with an 
account of the bayonetting of 
helpless and surrendering Boers, 
then told how “the Kaiser went 
to playing the game without first 
mastering it.” The heavy, price 
exacted from China for the killing 
of two German missionaries is re- 
lated, with the comment that the 
Chinese “know it was an over- 
charge. A missionary is like any 
other man; he is worth merely 
what you can supply his place for, 
and no more. He is useful, but, so 
is a doctor, a sheriff, an editor; 
but a just Emperor does not 
charge war prices for such.” 

“Is not this rapacity?” he asked. 
“Is not this extortion? Would 
Germany charge America $200,000 
for two missionaries, and shake 
the mailed fist in her face, and 
send warships, and send soldiers, 
and say to them, ‘March through 
America and slay, giving no quar- 
ter?’ Would Germany do like this 
to America, or England, or France, 
or Russia? Or only to China, the 
helpless, imitating the elephant’s 
assault on the field mice? 

“And next Russia must go and 
play the game injudiciously. She 
affronts England once or twice, 
with the Person Sitting in Dark- 
ness observing and noting; she 
robs Japan of ‘her hard-earned 
spoil, still swi ing in Chinese 
blood—Port Arthur—with the Per- 
son again observing and noting; 
then she seizes Manchuria, raids 
its villages and chokes its great 
river with the swollen corpses of 
countless massacred 
that astonished Person still o 
serving and noting. And perhaps 
he is saying to himself, ‘It is yet 
another civilized power, with its 
banner of the Prince of Peace in 
one hand and its loot basket and 
its butcher knife in the other. Is 
there no salvation for us but to 
adopt Civilization and lift our- 
selves down to its level?’ 

Cuba Versus Philippines. 

“And by and by comes Amer- 
ica,” and here the humorist pic- 
tures the contrast between the 
policy of the United States to- 
ward Cuba, which it freed without 
seizing, and toward the Philip- 
pines. “The Philippine temptation 
was too strong,” he writes, “and 
he made that bad mistake; he 
played the European game, the 
Chamberlain game. 

“The game was in our hands, If 
it had been played according to 
the American rules (Adm. George) 
Dewey would have sailed away 
from Manila as soon as he had 
destroyed the Spanish fleet—after

HE typhoon of hysteria, as 


Marquis Childs called the 
hullabaloo ‘of the Red scare 
now at its height in the republic, 
has assumed such silly and 
childish proportions that it is 
hardly possible for it to get worse 
before it gets better. In fact, I 


August will see an improvement 
in the ludicrous. situation. 

One can be almost certain that 
the high blood pressure and torrid 
tempers of our federal lawmakers 
and officials, and indeed of those 


whose nerves have also been 
shattered by the horrid behavior 
of the Bolsheviki at home and 
abroad, will find considerable re- 
lief now that Congress has ad- 
journed and badly needed summer 
vacations have begfin. Come the 
cool autumn, the world’s most 
powerful nation may even return 
to its senses and look back with 
a chuckle at some of the absurd 
things that were said and done 
in the worst days of the Red 
scare. 

After all; we had a similar jag 
after World War I and recovered 
nicely and quickly from it. This 
time the patient, bigger and 
stronger though he is, is proving 
a bit more stubborn. But a na- 
tion, like a person, cannot remain 
hysterical too long without af- 
fecting its health and its life. That 
is why one can be pretty sure 
that the hysteria will pass. 

One of the silliest exhibitions 
of our curious state of mind was 
the deadly seriousness with which 
our federal legislators and press 
and radio took the testimony be- 
fore a House committee of Victor 
A. Kravchenko the other day. 
The solemn statement by this 
former Russian Communist and 
Soviet official that every re 
sponsibile representative of the 
Soviet government in the United 
States could be regarded as an 
“economic or political” spy was 
splashed over the front pages of 
almost every newspaper in the 
land. Apparently it was sensation- 
al news, 

But was it? To sensible, grown- 
up citizens of this not very per- 
fect world? Did an editor or his 


tions of our time maintain diplo- 
matic and consular services in 
other lands for? For fun? Or for 
gathering “ecohomic and poiitical” 
intelligence and, indeed, “military” 
intelligence? And did not this en- 
tail, to be frank about it, and em- 
ploying Kravchenko’s terms, in- 
dulging sometimes in economic, 
political and military spying? And 
did not every nation not governed 
by fools, including our own nation, 
indulge in it? In the case of the 
United States, a patriotic Ameri- 
can could hope so. And if we did 
go in for this sort of business, as 
we certainly did, was it wrong for 
Soviet Russia to do likewise? Was 
it sensational news that it was so 
doing? 

In some two decades of service 
abroad as an American newspaper 
man I often had occasion to know 
what American ambassadors and 
consuls and military and com- 
mercial attaches were up to, and 
at times I learned a great deal 
about what the representatives of 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Ger- 
many and even Soviet Russia were 
up to as well. The principal job of 


their own governments informed 
as to what was going on in the 
lands to which they were credited. 
This took considerable “spying,” 
especially in military and eco- 
nomic intelligence. 

To be sure, our American rep- 
resentatives abroad were not al- 
Ways as expert at this as their 
British, French, German and Rus- 
sian colleagues. But we were not 
so inexpert as many Americans 
like to believe. Sometimes we 
were pretty good. 

I recall an example of how good 
we could be. One of our Amer- 
ican military attaches in Berlin, 
for instance, with a skill which 
would have put Sherlock Holmes 
in the shade and possibly shocked 
Kravchenko and his then bosses 
in the Kremlin, discovered that 
the Germans were going to oc- 
cupy the Rhineland in the spring 
of 1936. Fully six weeks before the 
event took place, his coded report 
giving details of the planned Ger- 
man move was in the War De- 
partment in Washington, though 
it is sad to relate that some brass 
hat pigeon-holed the sensational 
dispatch so that apparently the 
rest of our Government was kept 
in blissful ignorance of a move 
it might have prevented by a lit- 
tle premature publicity. 
American intelligence at a time 
when we still had formal diplo- 
matic relations with Germany dis- 
covered also not only that the 
Germans were going to attack 
Russia, but the approximate date, 
so that Sumner Welles was able 
to tip off the unbelieving Russian 
Ambassador in Washington 
months’ before it happened. 
And to give one more example,

But 
the real cause is never men- 
tioned—not if the doctors know 
what is good for them. Not if 
they want to continue in prac- 
tice.” 

A study of the difference be- 
tween the Government’s fixed 
prices on rationed staple foods 
and the black market prices 
charged generally in Barcelona, 
as compared to average wages 
plus Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco's so-called “social justice” 
payments to the poor, will suffice 
to show how. hungry the great 
masses of the Spanish people 
must be. 

The difference between fixed 
prices and black market prices 
can be illustrated by comparing 
the figures in pesetas per kilo- 
gram (equivalent to 2.204 pounds) 
on the following commodities: 
butter—fixed price 35 pesetas, 
black market price 125 pesetas; 
lard—75 and 90, bacon—30 and 
100 plus, rice—12 and 60, flour— 
4 and 45, coffee—35 and 125, 
sugar—12 and 80. 

Three Values of Peseta. 

A comparison of the peseta with 
the dollar will not reveal what 
these prices mean in American 
terms, since the peseta has at 
least three values: 10.90 to the 
dollar in international trade, 16.40 
to the dollar for tourists, and 28 
to 30 to the dollar in the markets 
of Algiers and Zurich. The only 
meaning of these prices is in rela- 
tion to the wages of Spaniards, A 
good basic wage for a Spanish la- 
borer ig 20 pesetas a day. 

Since the government has failed 
consistently to provide even the 
fixed rations of the people at gov- 
ernment prices, all Spaniards in

As a result, of course, 
servants are very glad to work for 
the well-to-do class for little 
more than their food and shelter. 

As another result, children of 
the poor commonly go to work at 
the age of 10, 11 or 12 despite all 
laws for compulsory schooling 
which are generally disregarded. 
These children work, according 
to my observations, some times as 
page boys in the fine hotels for 
12 hours a day, six days a week, 
and their standard tip is a single 
peseta. They are almost embar 
rassingly grateful if you give them 
two pesetas, and if you can only 
give them a wornout shirt and 
some socks too far gone for any- 
thing but the most painstaking 
darning, their gratitude ie mar- 
velous. 


My American friends in Spain 
tell me they have to calculate 
800 to 900 pesetas to servants for 
food, which is considerably more 
than the average wage of the av- 
erage Spaniard, and helps explain 
why these people like to work for 
Americans. 


Distrust of High Officers. 


One general belief causing re 
bellion among the Spanish masses 
is that the officers of higher rank 
in the Army and the leaders of the 
Falangists obtain great stores of 
food which they turn over to the 
black market, thereby enriching 
themselves. But there is no way 
of proving or disproving this in 
a totalitarian country. 

The so-called “social justice” 
relief measures of Franco do not 
make the people much happier if 
any. In the first place, they 
charge generally that relief is 
barred to persons or families 
suspected of being hostile either 
to the government or the church. 
Secondly, the relief rates are low 
and reach only a small proportion 
of the poor although the propor- 
tion of beneficiaries is growing. 

Spanish statistics are notorious- 
ly far behind current dates. For- 
eign observers do not trust them 
too far, for the same reason that 
my physician friend in Bareelona

As a steady opera-goer I, too, am of 
the opinion, that the reperiory of the 
Muny Opera is growing more and more 
repetitious year by year. 

Time was when something new could 
be looked forward to during the course 
of the season—and I mean a 12 produc- 
tion season; yet this year, for example, 
no fewer than 10 revivals are scheduled, 
one of which is even being held ove 
for a second week. 

No denying, such shows as “The New 
Moon,” “The Merry Widow,” “Desert 
Song.? “Rosalie,” etc. are delightful 
when seen the first, second—even the 
third time. Yet to bring them back 
again and again after only two- or three- 
year intervals gro tiresome to the 
steady patron. I don’t care to see any of 
them again—not until 1950 at the earli- 
est! 

Seven revivals a year are sufficient. 
Since really new Broadway hits can't, of 
course, be immediately procured, where, 
then, are such productions as “I Mar- 
ried an Angel,” “Dearest Enemy,” “Mel- 
ody,” “Very Warm for May,” “Song of 
Norway,” and “The Du Barry,” to name 
a few, none of which has ever been 
shown at the Muny Opera? Friml's “The 
White Eagle” has never been seen, yet 
' his “Rose Marie” has been brought back 
time and again. 

Revivals are welcome—but not before 
five-year intervals. What ever happened 
to “Countess Maritza,” with its wealth 
of lovely Kalman melodies? “Knicker- 
bocker Holiday” was enjoyable when 
last I saw it. The spectacular “Whoo- 
pee” is remembered with delight. These 
shows needed no interpolations or re- 
vised treatment. 

The practice of holding over a show 
kor two weeks is unnecessary. The open- 
ling production runs for about 10 nights 
* —which should be a sufficient run for 
the outstanding production of the sea- 
son. “Show Boat” naturally deserves a 
slightly longer run than the average 
production and could have very well 
opened the present season, followed by 
a full schedule of 11 more shows. Let's 
see a full season of 12 in 48— and let at 
least five be new to the Muny.

Those Airplane Noises 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Why is the Badenite resident whose 
letter was printed in the Post-Dispatch 
complaining about the noise and altitude 
of airplanes from Ross Airport? I 
haven't read or heard any complaints 
from residents near Lambert-Municipal 
Airport. 

May I point out to the Badenite that 
the decibel rating of airplanes is less 
than the noise of autos and trucks, ac- 
tording to tests made by the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics? 
However, the N. A. C. A. is developing muf- 
flers for aircraft and anti-noise propel- 
lors so that aircraft noise will be prac- 
tically eliminated. . 

The planes naturally have to take off 
of the field at a gradually increasing 
altitude as well as circle low when they 
land. The Civil Aeronautics Authority 
forbids planes to fly at less than 1000 
feet over congested areas except during 
landings and takeoffs. And there's ne 
cause for alarm because the aircraft 
numbers can be seen. The numbers are 
painted on for identification purposes 
and can be read easily when the plane 
is 2000 feet up. 

It takes a little while to get used to 
the airplane disturbances that the Ba- 
denite mentioned but the citizens of 
Baden can adjust themselves as well as 
people did in the horse-and-buggy days 
when the newly invented automobile 
deafened ears and “flew low.”

No Day for Celebration 


This is Air Forces day, and celebration is not 
in order. It is ironic to set aside this day to 
honor an air power which America once pos- 
sessed but now only remembers. If the occasion 
is to mean much, it should be used to strip away 
any delusion that the United States is what it 
ought to be in air defense. 

Demobilization riddled our military aviation. 
From 2,500,000.men in our Air Forces, we cut 
down to 310,000. We disposed of 100,000 air- 
craft. Five months after the war ended, our 
monthly production of combat plane engines 
had dropped to 23. 

Then the Air Forces got hit hard in their 
budget. They asked for $1,600,000,000. The 
Budget Bureau slashed this by one-third. The 
forces hoped to have 12,000 planes with 14,000 
in reserve, but they were left with just enough 
money to buy 800 new aircraft.. They had en- 
rolled 28,000 men for reserve training, but had 
facilities for one-third as many. 

Research suffered grievously. Lt. Col. Ned 
Root describes what happened in the current 
issue of Cosmopolitan. He says Maj. Gen. L. C. 
Craigie estimated it would cost $230,000,000 
to keep up with foreign powers in developing 


guided missiles, supersonic craft and long-range . 


bombers. Research was given $73,000,000. 

Aviation production slowed down accordingly. 
To keep our airplane plants from closing, we 
should produce 3000 military airplanes a year, 
according to Oliver P. Echols, president of the 
National Aircraft Industries Association. We 
are producing 1330. 

By contrast, Russia is said to be building more 


than 40,000 planes a year. Britain is believed 


to be turning out 3000, despite the hardship 
of maintaining such production in that im- 
poverished island. The Soviet Union is also 
reported to be spending more than a billion 
dollars for scientific research. 

Most of this money is going into work on 
atomic power and its corollary, air power. Why? 
Because the Russians have heeded testimony of 
our own leaders, if we have not. 

Gen. H. H. Arnold pointed out that before 


the end of World War II, one B-29 dropping 


an atomic bomb caused as much damage as 300 
planes would have done before.” He pointed 
to new air routes over the top of the world, 
and to development of bombers with a range 
of 10,000 miles. 

We have no strong defense against war fought 
on such terms. Ex-Senator Mitchell of Washing- 
ton says that our ‘airplane industry has been de- 
flated to the size of 1940, that it would take 
two years to rebuild to war strength, and that 
while we lag in research, new developments 
“threaten to dissipate our historic natural de- 
fenses.” 

Lt. Gen. George E. Stratemeyer put it bluntly. 
“The Army Air Forces,” he said, “right now 
couldn’t punch its way out of a wet paper bag!”

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Civie Initiative vs. Mayor Kaufmann 

The war of Rent Control vs. Mayoral Inertia 
has reached the point of initiative petitions to 
require a special election. The demand for 
better protection than the federal law gives 
tenants is a popular one. There seems not the 
slightest doubt that the required number of sig- 


natures will be quickly obtained, whereupon 


control of the situation—even any influence 
on the kind of law enacted—will be out of 
Mayor Kaufmann’s hands. 

Unfortunately, the initiative procedure has 
drawbacks. The law would probably come 
later than one adopted by the Aldermen in 
special session, It certajnly would not have 
the benefit of the facts and counsel that alder- 
manic hearings would bring out. g 

It is already clear that the ordinance by 
initiative will not be sound in all its details. 
It allows only 15 per. cent increases in apart- 
ment hotels; there may be a cdse for a larger 
standard raise in this class of housing. There 
probably are grounds for more selective in- 
creases, since the owners contend that they 
are steeply boosting only those tenants who 
enjoy hard bargains from depression times. 
The petition ordinance has a penalty for bad 
faith when the landlord evicts on grounds that 
he intends. to occupy the property himself. 
But it does got seem to cover the other big 
federal loophole which permits eviction on 
trumped-up plans to remodel. 

But ‘the initiative stands as the only way to 
relief, because Mayor Kaufmann stands stub- 
bornly on City Counselor Stemmler’s opinion 
that the city ‘has no power to control rents. 
Other opinions, also expert, hold that the city 
probably has the power—that there is sufficent 
chance to justify passing the ordinance and 
letting the ‘courts decide. And several other 
large cities have not been deterred by such 
constitutional qualms.

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Failure of the United Nations 


The Greek Government has invoked the most 
drastic provisions of the United Nations Charter 
These pro- 
visions, found in Chapter VII, provide for U.N. 
action in stopping aggression. The steps range 
from breaking off relations with the aggressor 
up to actual military operations. 

The Greek Government will get nowhere 
with this action, any more than the United 
States did in its attempt to sci up a border 
commission in the Balkans to prevent inter- 
ference in Greek affairs. Russia vetoed that 
attempt. Russia will surely veto the stronger 
measures. The Russian veto might be called, 
in baseball parlance, “the old automatic.” 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, British delegate, said 
some weeks ago that, if the United Nations 


couldn't solve the Balkan difficulty, the dele- 
But 


gates may as well pack up and go home. 
the United Nations can’t solve it, because the 
trouble in the Balkans is an example in minia- 
ture of the world-wide diplomatic conflict 
between the United States and Soviet Russia. 
Russia is intent upon attacking the Truman 
doctrine at its inception and is engaged in a 
more or less open attempt to foment rebellion 


in Greece. The issue is confused to this extent:

The leftist movement in Greece does include a 
lot of men who conducted the underground 
warfare against the Nazis during the German 
occupation of that unhappy land. Again, the 
United States is not in an ideal position because 
of the corruption of the Greek Government, and 
the presence of former collaborators in the 
Greek Government and army. 
Gov. Griswold should move and move quickly, 
as he has been urged to do by the Greeks 
themselves, to reform the Government along 
more representative lines. Meanwhile, however, 
we have a small war on our hands, and we 
cannot permit further Soviet encroachment. 
Since we cannot get the co-operation of the 
United Nations, the task devolves upon the 
United States. And we had better face the 
issue honestly, for, despite Mr. Truman's pre- 
mature assertion that no American troops would 
be sent to Greece, that very thing might happen. 
Our prestige as a, nation has become involved 
in the Greek affair, and we can’t back down. 
The United Nations has suffered a frightful 
blow to its prestige in this matter, and one 
from which it may never recover. The fact 


is that the United Nations cannot operate suc- 


cessfully because the world’s two greatest 
powers are at loggerheads. Early in its career 
it has become the same kind of feeble debating 
society that the League of Nations developed 
into. |

I Was a Leper 


The Mirror 
. of

Robert Carlson in Magazine Digest 


The United States Marine Hospital at 
Carville, La., is a 300-acre plant, part farm- 
land. I was greeted cheerfully at the ad- 
mission office by an elderly Sister. I 
learned later that, although operated by 
the Public Health Service, it was started 
by the Sisters of Charity of St. Vincent 
de Paul. 

“Do you want to change your name?” 
the Sister asked quietly, her pen poised 
over the record book. 

I must have started in surprisé, because 
she added hastily, with a look of compas- 
sion: “Sometimes patients prefer to change 
their names, to protect their families. You 
see, Mr. Carlson, so many unthinking 
people do not understand..“ 

There it was again. Time and again I 
was to discover, in myself, my fellow pa- 
tients, and members of the staff, the feel- 
ing that we were being confined not so 
much for the protection of the public, but 
in deference to public opinion. 

I decided to keep my own name, I felt 
it would help give me a feeling of nor- 
malcy to be myself instead of being buried 
under an alias. 


Life at a Leprosarium 


I thanked Providence for the stability of 

routine; the tolling of the great bell for 
meals, the medical treatments and con- 
sultations after breakfast, the lunch call at 
11:30. 
I have heard routine described as “dead- 
ly.” Ma$be it is—to people “on the out- 
side.” But to men and women forced to 
wait years for something to happen which 
may never happen, it is a blessing which 
helps keep them sane. | 

But there was little brooding or hopeless 
waiting among the inmates of Carville. 


In the first place, more than 100 patients 
are government employes who help run the 
institution. Others have gone into business 
for themselves. There are dozens of other 
handicraft and repair shops—and prac- 
tically everybody, no matter what else he 
or she does, takes a hand at gardening or 
chicken farming. 

During the war, Carville was in a fer- 
ment of patriotic activity. I do believe 
that during that time most of us forgot 
we were lepers. I was reminded of it by 
a call for volunteers to take a new leprosy 
treatment. 

News of it electrified all Carville. I 
heard about it from Terry, a youth with 
a crew haircut. “I hear they're looking for 
guinea pigs for this new stuff called 
promin,” he said. “What say we try it?” 


Freed by a New Drug 


I took my first promin—a sulfone deriv- 
ative—from Dr. Pogge, a yoting Chicago 
specialist. I felt a strange excitement 
when he pumped 10 c.c. of the stuff, diluted 
with the same amount of sterile water, into 
my veins. 

I was ready for a celebration when I 
got my next biopsy report on that plagued 
red spot on my leg. It was “pathologically 
negative.” The United States Public Health 
Service has a ruling that if our skin 
smears are negative for 12 consecutive 
months, we are eligible for “discharge as 
an arrested case.” 

Came the recent day when I rode out of 
the gate—in a car this time, not an ambu- 
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Victims of Hansen's disease still are treated like social outcasts, 
says man who was cured; blames widespread ignorance of leprosy; 
points out it is not communicable and is less dangerous than many 
ailments; suggests that lepers should be treated like other patients. 
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lance. The gate keeper halted us, and 
examined my papers. 

“Good luck, kid,” he said. 

Good luck.. . . I haven't quite realized 
my good luck yet. I still think like a leper. 
I wouldn’t want my right name to be 
known to you who read this, or my ad- 
dress. Why? I'm cured, aren't I? 

Yes, But I'll never be really “cured” in 
the eyes of the public, of employers, of 
people I would like for friends, until every 
American knows more of the truth about 
leprosy than he does now. 


Good News for Victims 


There is good news for Americans 
doomed to contract leprosy in the dis- 
closure of Dr, Thomas Parran, Surgeon 
General of the United States. He says that 
an advisory committee is following up re- 
cent good results obtained by sulfa deriva- 
tives at Carville, 

In a letter to the St. Louls Post-Dispatch, 
Dr. Parran tells of a new program “based 
on the desirability of recognizing and plac- 
ing leprosy cases under appropriate treat- 
ment as early as possible.” And, recogniz- 
ing the plight of the discharged leper, he 
adds: 3 

“We propose, without any publicity, to 
place these patients in another hospital for 
treatment. They will thus be saved from 
the stigma of having been patients at Car- 
ville.” 

On the other hand, one of the most 
courageous lepers I ever met is in favor 
of as wide publicity as possible, as the best 
method of eventually changing the public’s 
attitude, 

In an open letter to fellow patients at 
Carville, Mrs. Gertrude Hornbostel, wife of 
a high Army officer, wrote in the Star, 
the magazine published by patients at the 
Carville hospital: 


Segregation Is Unnecessary 


“I realize the general attitude of patients 
here towards the disease is not the same 
as mine. I did not mind the publicity, I 
don’t even mind being called a leper. I 
much prefer having leprosy to cancer, 
tuberculosis or syphilis, 

Mrs. Hornbostel suggests: (1) abolition 
of segregation, (2) a national campaign of 
information about leprosy, stressing its 
curability—and the need for early and con- 
tinuing treatment. ; 

Perhaps when and if that time comes it 
will no longer be necessary for Stanley 
Stein to print that statement in every issue 
of the Star which is to me—and always 
will be—a poignant reminder. of my own 
misfortune: 

“This paper, and all outgoing mail, is 
sterilized before leaving the hospital.” 

That statement may reassure “outsiders.” 
But do they, can they, ever believe that 
human beings who leave the hospital are 
equally “safe”? The answer to that ques- 
tion is constantly sought by those who were 
once lepers.

American's First Duty 


GOVERNMENT AND LIBERTY, by Williem 

(Helcyon House, Gerden City, N. v.) 

Opinion polls are constantly discovering 
majorities of ignorance on elementary pe 
litical facts. There is little excuse for tt 
apathy that causes it, since bad dec: 
on key issues could now bring unemp 
ment or even sudden death to million 
There is even less excuse after Williar 
Beard’s primer on “The American System. 

In these 329 pages, the son of the e 
brated Charles and Mary Beard has mac 
the American fundamentals as nearly pair 
less as could be. He explains the distincti 
principle of American government, fo 
lowed by operating descriptions of loc 
state and federal establishments. Conclu 
ing chapters deal with civil liberties, and 
maintaining a government responsible t 
the people. 

+ . * 

Responsibility, Beard writes, means “(1) 
the duty of all agents of government to 
obey the limitations on their powers... ; 
(2) .., to follow constitutional methods in 
making, interpreting and enforcing laws; 
(3)... to represent the people and to ful- 
fill the trusts imposed on them by the peo- 
ple... ; and (4) a corresponding duty of 
the people not only to be informed about 
the American system of government but 
also to observe its principles in their politi- 
cal conduct.” 

He addresses himself to the fourth duty 
with, on the whole, fine clearness and ob- 
jectivity. Within this reviewer's knowl 
edge, his disputable statements are few and 
factual errors almost none. 

The book would actually read more pleas- 
antly if he had expanded it to twice the 
length with illuminating details. There is 
only one sentence to describe and explain 
progressive income taxation. “Seignorage” 
is defined without mentioning the word, so 
some readers will still be confused to see 
it elsewhere. But, for the purpose of woo- 
ing those who have almost no original in- 
terest in public affairs, there is a nice bal- 
ance between brevity and meat.

In spite of the Chicago Tribune reviewer 
who appropriated him as an ally, Beard 
is not illiberal, He sets out, for instance, 
that big government came because a big, 
erratic private economic establishment left 
millions in intolerable distress after 1929 
and, most of all, because wars simply re- 
quire regimentation and spending. 

At the same time, and like others en- 
titled to the name of liberal (perhaps a 
minority of those who now adopt the label), 
he fears the expanding dependence of citi- 
zens on government, and especially on a 
centralized Federal Government. He con 
cludes: 

“Ultimate responsibility for maintaining 
energy and efficiency in all parts of the 
federal system is vested in the people in 
their communities, within the states. The 
way in which this responsibility is dis- 
charged depends upon their character, their 
knowledge of public affairs, their demands 
upon government at all levels, their eres 
tiveness, and their zest for liberty. Be 
yond the people, there is no other recourse.”

The Com- 
munists thereby threw the French 
people into panic, and postulated 
themselves as the patriotic front.

Obsessed About Germany. 


Whilé there may be American

cision to raise the Germans’ in- 
dustry level. 

What is drained from this coun- 
try to support idie Germans can- 
not be used to restore France or 
the rest of Europe. A subconti- 
nent suffering a famine of capital 
goods cannot have, as a whole, a 
too high industry level.

He is planning to

occupation zohes in Germany and Austria. If there is time, Bradley 
‘will visit the battlefields of Normandy where, just three years ago, 
he was leading the army of invasion in some of the bloodiest fight- 


ing of the war. 


Not long after his return to this 
country. Bradley will replace his 
friend, General of the Army Eis 
enhower, as chief of staff. Thus 
the career of 
this soft-spoken, 
almost shy sol- 
dier will come to 
a new climax, 

What is now 
troubling Presi- 
dent Truman's 


advisers is how 
to replace Brad- 
ley with a man 
of sufficient 
stature and cou- 
rage to carry 
through the 2 
Bradley reforms Gen. Hawley. 
in the’ Veterans’ Administration. 
It is once again the familiar story 
of these postwar years—the search 
for a big man for a big job. Sec- 
retary of Defense James Forrestal 
summed it up, at his first press 
conference since his appointment, 
when he said his chief task was: 


“To get people.” 
The Legion Lobby. 


How serious this is for the Vet- 
erans Administration can only be 
understood against the  back- 
ground of the pressures on that 
far-flung organization, with its 
more than 200,000 employes. Equal- 
ly important is the extent of the 
reforms which Bradley, with his 
‘patience, his tenacity and his 
fighting spirit, has initiated. 


When he became head of the 
VA two years ago, he found it was 
pretty -much under the thumb of 
the professional veterans’ lobby 
dominated by the American Le- 
gion. Outsiders who were power- 
ful in the veterans’ organizations 
gave the orders behind the scenes. 


This had led to serious abuses. 
Men were kept in VA hospitals as 
pensioners even though they were 
not in need of medical care. In 
some cases, Bradley discovered, 
privileged veterans would estab- 
lish themselves in VA hospitals in 
the South in the winter, and then, 
with thé coming of hot weather, 
they would move to a VA hospital 
in cool New England. One result 
was that less privileged veterans 
in need of hospitalization were 
kept on long waiting lists. 

Even more serious was the fact 
that first-class doctors would have 
nothing to do with the VA. They 


found that their orders were over-

Bradley has changed all that. 
Clashing openly with the vet- 
erans“ lobby, he has abolished 
privilege. With the aid of his able 
assistant, Maj. Gen. Paul R. Haw- 
ley, chief medical director of VA, 
Bradley has persuaded leading 
physicians and the top medical 
schools to participate in the pro- 
— of retraining and rehabilita- 

on. 


A Critical Appointment/ 


Summarizing it this way makes 
it sound easy. It has not been 
easy. Every step has meant a 
fight. Other obstacles have stood 
in Bradley’s path. Inflation has 
boosted the cost of building new 
hospitals by 50 per cent, so that 
the VA can build only about half 
of the additional hospitals so 
badly needed. 

Bradley knows better than any- 
one else how quickly these re- 
forms can be wiped out, since they 
are still so new. In two or three 
years, when the néw system is 
well established, it can stand up 
against the assault of those who 
would go back to the old methods. 

It is this that makes the choice 
of the new director critically im- 
portant. It can make or break the 
new VA with its vast load of re- 
sponsibility from World War II. 

The candidate of the American 
Legion is generally understood, to 
be Maj. Gen, Lewis B. Hershey, 
who was head of Selective Service 
during the war and is now wind- 
ing up that operation. The present 
head of the Legion, Paul H. Grif- 
fith, was with Hershey in Selec- 
tive Service.

Baptist Leader Criticizes Pro- 
posal for Religious Allotments 
From Public Funds. 


COPENHAGEN, Aug. 1 (AP)— 
Dr. Joseph M. Dawson of Wash- 
ington, D.C., Baptist leader, says 
the United Nations has many 
faults from a Christian viewpoint, 
but it is the nearest “practical an- 
swer to Christian demands in 
building a righteous society that 
has yet appeared.” 

Dawson, ecutive secretary of 
the United States Baptist joint 
conference committee on public 
relations, told the congress of the 
Baptist World Alliance last night 
that “the most objectionable fea- 
ture of the whole United Nations 
structure” was the veto power of 
the major nations in the Security 
Council. 

Churches from the beginning 
have opposed the veto principle in 
the United Nations, Dawson as- 
serted. 

Dawson also assailed an article 
of the proposed United Nations in- 
ternational bill of rights which 
provides that “ethnic, linguistic or 
religious minorities shall have the 
right to establish and maintain 
out of an equitable proportion of 
any public funds available for the 
purpose, their schools and cultural 
and religious institutions.” 

Appropriation of public funds 
for such a purpose, Dawson said, 
would be a violation of the prin- 
ciple of separation of church and 
state. 

J. Pins Barlow of Chester, Pa.. 
told last night’s session that “Com- 
munism has its feet fast on the 
earth, fighting with a battle ax. 
while Christianity keeps on mak- 
ing compromises.” 

Barlow said that if such com- 
promising continued, “the ax that 
hit the orthodox church in Russia 
and hit the Roman Catholics in 
Poland also will hit Protestant- 
ism.” 

E. Schroeder, German Baptist 
leader, said that the Baptist 
church in Germany lost virtually 
all its members between the ages 
of 20 and 50 during the war and 
that about 12,000 faced “an un- 
known future” in “Soviet-dominat- 
ed territories of east Germany 
and Poland.” 

The executive council voted to 
make Washington permanent 
headquarters of the Baptist World 
Alliance.

She mar- 
ried Thomas, who has been his 
party’s unsuccessful 
candidate five times, on Sept. 1, 
1910. They met while Thomas 
was a Presbyterian minister and 
she was a social service worker 
active in his New York City 
parish. 

Mrs. Thomas is survived by her 
husband, two sons and ‘three 
aughters.

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[ETTERS TELL OF LIFE. 
INEARLY-DAY ST. LOU 


44 by Emil Mallinckrodt Given 
to Historical Society by 
Granddaughter. 


The trials by flood and pesti- 
lence suffered by St. Louisans 100 
years ago, their hopes and aspira- 
tiens, are described in a collection 
of 44 letters written by Emil Mal- 
linckrodt and recently presented 
to the Missouri Historical Society 
by his granddaughter, Mrs. Frank 
Schaberg, 4055 Flora place. 

Mallinckrodt, father of the 


founders of the Mallinckrodt 
Chemical Works, now at 3600 
North Second street, left his native 
Germany in 1831 to come to this 
country and settled in St. Louis 
10 years later. His letters, writ- 
ten to a brother, Edward, in Dort- 
mund, Germany, cover the period 
from 1841 to 1852. 

In a letter written in August 
1844, he described the flood of that 
year as “the highest since 100 
years ago.” 

“Millions of domestic animals 
and more than 20,000 houses were 
carried away,” Mallinckrodt wrote. 
“We thought we all would have 
died if a hot and dry summer had 
followed. But so far, we have had 
a mild summer and although there 
is much illness, there are few 
deaths.” 

The following year, the heat 
wave which Mallinckrodt had 
feared came to St. Louis and he 
wrote his brother that “many per- 
sons died suddenly of heat pros- 
tration.” „ 

After a visit to Germany, Mal- 
linckrodt returned to his farm in 
north St. Louis, bringing with him 
600 fruit trees. He built a two- 
story brick house for his family 
and even piped water to the sec- 
ond floor as a pioneering venture 
in modern plumbing. But he had 
one domestic difficulty which still 
besets St. Louisans today. | 

“We would live here in the great- 
est comfort,” he commented in 
1848, “if we only could get ser- 
vants. Although I pay $8 a month 
for a kitchen maid, I can hardly 
obtain one. Everyone works for 
himself. Only slaves hire out and 
are dear, and good ones are hard 
to get.” 

In December 1848 he heard 
rumcrs that cholera had broken 
out on ships bringing German 
emigrants from the Netherlands, 
but assured his brother that he 
was “prepared for anytbing.” 

A few months later, however, 
the plague had reached the city 
and he wrote, “We are still alive. 
That is the best thing I can re- 
port, for it looks tragic here. The 
city is becoming depopulated. One 
third of the inhabitants are dead 
or fleeing from here. Last week 


960 people died.” 

But by November 1849 the epi- 
demic had been forgotten. 
“The city is in the best of 
healthy conditions,” Mallinckrodt 
reported. “Building exceeds all 
comprehension. St. Louis will be 
greater than London.” 


Catholic Historian Dies. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP)— 
The Rt. Rev. Msgr. Peter Guilday, 
a member of the faculty of Cath- 
olle University since 1914 and a 
noted Catholic church historian, 
died yesterday. He was 63 years 
old. He was author of works on 
the Catholic church in the United 
States.

FIM FE TO DATE. 


OF POST-DISPATCH 


Gift ‘to Washington U. by 
Joseph Pulitzer—Task 
of 3 Years. 


Washington University’s mlero- 
film file of the Post-Dispatch, 
and of the old St. Louis Dispatch 
for nearly five years before the 
founding of the Post-Dispatch in 
December 1878 was completed to 
date recently. The gift of the 
film to the University was begun 
in 1942 by Joseph Pulitzer, editor 
and publisher of the Post-Dispatch. 

Included in the gift was a 
library film reading machine, 
which enlarges and projects the 
film upon a reading screen. “The 


machine has served practically 
full time every day during the 
regular sschool year,” Dr. Jerrold 
Orne, director of libraries for the 
university, said today. 

The collection of film, 1055 rolls 
carries the record of every page 
of every day's issue of the Post- 
Dispatch, nearly 500,000 pages in 
all. In 1874, the year in which 
the record begins, about six 
months’ issues of the old four- 
page Dispatch could be recorded 
on one roll of film. In June of 
this year, two rolls of film were 
required for one month's issues. 
The task of microfilming the 
entire file took three years. 

A specially constructed wooden 
cabinet in Ridgley Library now, 
contains the films, which con 
stitute a duplicate of the Post- 
Dispatch’s master copy. The 
latter is housed in vaults of the 
Eastman Kodak Co. at Rochester, 
N. FY. The life of the films, with 
proper care, is estimated at 200 
years. 

Storage space of the films is 
less than one-fortieth of the space 
occupied by the volumes of files 
from which they are made. Films 
of current issues of the Post 
Dispatch are being furnished, for 
a considetation, to several libraries 
and institutions.

One would expect that the 
Russians—and perhaps some other 
nations— would be doing every- 
thing they could to obtain the se- 
crets of the atom bomb just as 
we would be doing if it were the 
Soviet Union that had the secret. 
And certainly, our own govern- 
ment would be negligent in its 
duty if its representatives in the 
Soviet Union and in the satellite 
nations were not doing their best 
to keep abreast of economic and 
military (including atomic) devel- 
opments. One must assume that 
they are. 

That is the kind of world we 
have lived in for a long time. 
Even Kravchenko probably knows 
this.

Meet World Shortage. 


By OVID A. MARTIN 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP)— 


Forecasting at least two more 


years of world grain shortages, 


the Government today set a 1948 
wheat planting goal topping any 
wartime or postwar target to 
date. 

The Agriculture Department 
called on farmers to seed at least 
75,000,000 acres in wheat to per- 
mit this country to continue large 
shipments abroad at least until 
the fall harvests of 1949. The 


planting season for winter wheat 


is only a few weeks away. 

Next year’s goal compares with 
the 1947 target of 70,700,000 acres 
and with around 50,000,000 acres 
actually planted in the years im- 
mediately before the war. Farm- 
ers, however, exceeded the 1947 
goal by about 7,000,000 acres—a 
development which helped to pro- 


duce the largest wheat crop in 
the nation’s history. 


In boosting next year’s objec- 


tive to exceed the acreage origin- 
ally sought for 


this year, the

“Tf, on the other hand, the 
nations agree to co-operate in bold 
measures, the conference will 
create a light amid the gloom 
caused by the failure of political 
conferences.”

400,000—Installment Sales 
Increase in Month. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP)— 
The volume of consumer credit 
continued its month-by-month rec- 
ord-breaking climb through June, 
swinging up 2 per cent to an- 
other peak of $10,884,000,000, the 
Federal Reserve Board reported‘ 
last night. 

This was a gain of $2,979,000,000 
in the last 12 months. 

Installment buying, the only con- 


sumer credit field still under re- 
striction, performed about the 


same as other types of credit. 

(The restrictions applying to a 
dozen items including automobiles, 
refrigerators and washing ma- 
chines, and generally requiring a 
one-third: cash down payment and 
full payment in 15 months, aré 
to end Nov. 1 by direction of Con- 
gress.) 

Installment credit on automo- 
bile sales increased 6 per cent in 
June to a total of $862,000,000— 
but the rate of increase was the 
least rapid for any of the last 
12 months. 

Installment sale credit for other 
items rose nearly 3 per cent in 
June to a total of $1,142,000,000. 

Installment loans, totaling 32. 
902,000,000, gained about 3 per cent 
in June, which virtually duplicates 
the record in other recent months.. 

Charge accounts increased slight- 
ly in June, although usually they 
are little changed for that month. 
At the end of June, the volume 
of charge accounts outstanding 
totaled $2,887,000,000. 

Single-payment loans, those re- 


payable in a lump sum, increased 
by $3,000,000 to a total of 32,216,

Supreme Court Holds Ordi- 
nance for Payment of Aids 
Is Partly Invalid. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. An 
application for a writ of man- 
damus to compel the St. Louis 
Board of Aldermen and the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment to 
provide funds to pay the salaries 
of 10 employes of the magistrates’ 
assignment division, was denied 
yesterday by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. 

The court. en banc, held that 
an ordinance providing that the 
10 employes be paid by the city 
was invalid in part because three 
of the employes, the chief clerk 
and two deputy clerks, were cov- 
ered by a statute requiring they 
be paid by the state. 

The court held, however, that. 
the Board of Aldermen had au- 
thority to provide for the others, 
two cashiers, two bookkeepers, 
two stenographers and a .messen- 
ger, and that their salaries may 
be paid by the city. 

The new St. Louls magistrates 
have engaged in considerable 
Wrangling with city officials over 
their demands that the city pay 
for additional clerks and other 
employes for their courts, charg- 
ing their work has been hampered 
by insufficient assistants.

REAKFAST in Miami and lunch in another 

world. That's what happened to me when I 

boarded a Pan American World Airways 

Clipper and flew over the dazzling waters of the 
Caribbean. 

This is being 
typed on the ve- 
randa of the Hotel 
Splendid, and the 
sights that fill my 
eyes and the sounds 
that fill my ears 
are as 4qifferent 
from the sights and

The hand of prog- 
ress has brushed 
but lightly here. 
Henri Christophe

The same somber throb of the voodoo 
drums comes down from the hills, just as it did 
when Napoleon’s legions attempted to conquer 
this land. The flowers bloom in such mad pro- 
fusion that you feel no one has picked so much 
as one blossom for centuries.

Mr. Gable Being Sincere 


EFORE we start making nasty cracks about “THE HUCK- 
STERS,” at LOEW’S STATE THEATER, we'll admit it 
probably is just the sort of dish Clark Gable’s devoted fem- 
inine followers like to lap up. Here we have Gable being manly 
and aggressive with men, aggressive and a 
slick talker with women, just a bit of a wolf 
but thoroughly ashamed of himself for mis- 
judging a lady, a Gable kind to kiddies and so 
smugly virtuous about the iniquities of the 
radio advertising game that one wonders how 

he ever got into it in the first place. 


We didn’t take along an automatic sigh 
counter to find the answer to the burning question of whether 
Clark's years in the Army took some of the cozy huskiness out 
of his love-scene whispering or diminished the boldness of the 
way he sizes a woman up. But we do know only those females 
. blinded by love can ignore a sneaking suspicion that MGM 
- doesn't have a film here to live up to the ballyhoo put out for it. 


“The Hucksters” is interesting only in about 50 per cent ot 


the footage. Those are the scenes that follow the best part of 
the Frederic Wakeman novel, the descriptions of the flutterings 
of fear and servility that attended the $10,000,000 advertising 
account of Evan Liewellyn Evans, the Beautee Soap king, and 
the sharp and ruthless dealings for entertainment talent. 


True, there are some defects in these scenes. The written-in 
diatribe by Gable about the evils of commercials makes one smile 
at the pot calling the kettle black; surely Gable’s charm is huck- 
stered just as flamboyantly and with as little taste as Beautee 
Soap and its kindred. The angling for the services of Buddy 
Hare, the ham comedian, aboard the Super Chief is childishly 
transparent. The ending, with Vic Norman walking out on 
Evans and a $35,000 job just because he found himself giving 
way to fear, seems even phonier than in the book. 


Gable is a convincingly slick visualization of Vic Norman, 
the “sincere” opportunist, and the rest of the casting is good. 
Sydney Greenstreet as Evans givs a superb delineation of the 
cold savagery and gloating cruelty of the old egocentric. Adolphe 
Menjou as Kimberly, Ava Gardner as Jean Ogilvie, and Keenan 
Wynn as Buddy Hare are all realistic, though Edward Arnold’s 
talent agent has been written as too open and affable a person. 


If MGM had stuck to satire on radio, it might have been 
pretty fair. But the movie has been dulled by injecting a syn- 
thetic love story from the beginning. The love sequences, the 
trashy part of the book, have been prettied up, partly on the 
Insistence of Mr. Gable himself, who was horrified at the thought 
of making love to an Army man’s wife while the husband was 
overseas. Kay Dorrance has been made a widow, and Norman 
an ex-Army officer, Not only that, but they’ve made Mrs, Dor- 
rance a very virtuous lady. The heroine in the book was arti- 
ficial enough when Wakeman tried to present her as sort of a 
saintly sinner, but here, as portrayed by the English actress, 
Deborah Kerr, she’s even more unreal, a tremulous, delicate and 
quite colorless creature. The role would have been impossible 
for anyone, and it’s too bad Miss Kerr had to make her American 
debut in it. 


All in all, “The Hucksters” is just about as sincere as the 
book, which was about as sincere as Kimberly's advertising 


agency.

S my readers already know, 
A: am not very fond of comic 
books but, having children and 
grandchildren, I recognize that 
these books are very widely read 
and have a tremendous influence. 
I have just been sent a newcomer 
in this field, “All Negro Comics.” 
The publisher is Orrin C. Evans, 
formerly a reporter and editor in 
the Negro newspaper field. I 
must say that, as I glanced 
through the pages of this new- 
comer, I felt that it compared 
very favorably with the best of 
the comic books, In some fea- 

tures it is really better. 

Of course, these comics have a 
purpose—the better understanding 
of Negro life and history—and 
they will undoubtedly show the 
best side of the Negro. We can 
well afford to do that, it seems 
to me. There are so many people 
doing just the opposite. 

* * * 

IT IS CURIOUS THAT, on the 
same day I received the copy of 
All Negro Comics, I also received 
a letter telling me about the tenth 
anniversary of Greenbelt, Md. The 
two deal with two of our most 
important domestic problems—the 
first with better racial under- 
standing, and the second with bet- 
ter housing for all.

Crack 10-Year-Old Skin-Beater 


Joey Preston Is Cleaning Up $1000 a Week as Red-Hot Drummer

UR subject for today, neigh- 


0 year-old skin-beater. 

At least, Joey likes to call him- 
self a skin-beater. Mama Preston, 
with a thought towards Joey’s 
future, wishes he would call him- 
self a percussion artist—or at 
least a drummer, But whatever 
the term, young Preston beats the 
drums to the tune of $1000 a week, 
which is what he’ll receive when 


“he'll be featured in the engage-

What's the Origin? 


We use “dear” as a term of 

affection or high regard. 

Why, then, do we say of 
something very gy that it 
is too “dear” ?—M. 


A. The original das was the 
Anglo-Saxon deore, “precious,” 
therefore, “costly.” To deore was 
added the Anglo-Saxon suffix 
-ling, producing the word deor- 
ling, which became the English 
word darling. 


In a similar manner the Latin 
word carus, “dear, beloved, cost- 
ly,” evolved into the French cher 
(masculine) and chere (feminine), 
which mean “beloved, costly.” 
There is no suffix -ling in French; 
therefore the French equivalent of 
darling was formed thus; cheri, 
masculine, cherie, feminine. 

Now the French cher (“dear”) 
did not enter English in exactly 
that form. But we did borrow 
cher and attach the Anglo-Saxon 
sh to it,. producing the hybrid 
word cherish. Also, we borrowed 
the French word charite, which 
meant originally, “love of God and 
humanity” (from the Latin caritas, 
“dearness, high price“), and which 
became the English word charity. 

The Latin carus, “dear, costly,” 
entered Italian as carezza. This 
entered French as caresse, which, 
in turn, became the English word 
caress. 

Sweetheart is a strictly English 
word which evolved from the 
Anglo-Saxon swete heorte. The 
idea of a beloved person's being 
a “sweet heart” also in English. 
The French equivalent is amour- 
euse (feminine, “loved one”), 
amoureux (masculine), The Italian

And so, taken step by step, it 
is not surprisin to find the impli- 
cation of “puttin on” or “show- 
ing off” one’s agility, then osten- 
tation in dress or manners, and on 
to the finer developments of 
swank as we know it today.
